Great." They can be enumerated on 
the fingers or the hands—Cyrus, Alex- 
ander, Charles, Alfred, Liouis XFV., Pe- 
ter 'and Frederick.

Cyrus tbe Great* 


Of these great characters Cyrus was 


the first to appear. He -was born about 
599 B. C., and was the son of Cambyses, 
King of Persia, ami his mother was 
Mandane, daughter, of Aetyages, Kins 
of the Medes: This Astyages Is known 
in the Scriptures as Ahasuerus. At 
this time the Persians v/ere divided 
into twelve trEbes and inhabited only 
one province of the vast country which 
has since borne the name of Persia, 
and they numbered less than 120,000 
Through the valor and prudence ot 
Cyrus this small, province became the 
great Persian empire and the Persian 
population reached the millions. Cyrus 
was of flne appearance, possessed noble 
.qualities Of mind, a gentle disposition, 
was fall of good nature and humanity 
and had a great desire for learning. He 
was never afraid of any danger, or dls- 
couraged by any hardship or difficulty. 
H€ was brought up li^cOl'Slug io tlie 
laws and customs o* the 
Persian^, 


which wore excellent in these (lays in 
rospect to education. The training of 
children was looked upon as the most 
important Uuty and the most essen*kl 
part of government, 
Boys 
were 


•brought up in common and everything 
•was regulated by 3aw for them—-the 
place »nd length or their exercises, the 
times ot eating, the' quality if their 


Geneml Canby'A AB*a*M 


General Canby was asisassinatcd by 


the Indians during what is oalcially 
known as the M'odot: war in 1S73. Tho 
government had iss»i«*d aa order for the 
removal- of tho Modoc Indians from 
their lands In Oregon to a new reser- 
vation, but they refijssv? to 50. Troops 
were sent to cnforco the order, and 
the Indiant? resisted, carrying on the 
war wiUi much vigor during iht- win- 
ter. 
In the spring they retreated to 


an almost inaccessible region called 
the "lava beds," where they were sur- 
rounded but not subdued. 
Finally, 


they demanded a conference, c.sid Gen- 
eral Canby and several members of the 
Peace Commission met the Indian 
chiefs. In the raidst of the delibera- 
tions the Indians suddenly brrneti on 
tho whits men, and shot to destlt Gsn- 
eral Ca&by and 
Dr. 
v%iomas, and 


wounded Mr, Meaoham. 
They wero 


captnred in June, 1S73, and their lead- 
er. Captain Jack, and other chiefs were 
tried and convicted and executed in 
October.

to enter. The Babylonians resisted 
desperately but -were overpowered and 
the.city became•• tributary to the Per- 
sian empire. Its King, Bolslmzzar, was 
killed early iii the conflict The hand- 
writing on the waH had been porten- 
tous. 


Doath ot Cyra*. 


Cyrus reigned until 529 B; C., when 


he died. Historians differ as to his ; 
manner of death, hut 
according to I 


Xenophon, the Qre«lc historian, he died j 
a natural dea.h, surrounded by hisj 
family and loved and esteemed by all! 
his subjects. Up to the fatal sickness 
he enjoyed vigorous {health, due to his 
temperate life. Another version of his 
death is that he was tilled while en- 
! 


gaged in a battlfi with the Massagetae, 
a nation in the north of Asia, the sol- 
diers of ivhom -were led by their Queen, 
Tomyris. She caused the head of Gy- 
ms to be cut oS and plunged into a 
leathern bag: filled -with human. Wood, 
saying, "Though I am alive and have 
conquered, you,. j'et you have undone 
me -by taking my son. 
I will how-. 


ever, satiate'you" .-with, blood." This 
speech shows the estimate of the char- 
acter of the conqueror, whose work is 
the same in ail ages—the shedding of 
huroan falcofl. 


The Iimcriptlon on His Tomb. 


The tomb of Cyrus was at Pasarga- 


dae, near Persepolis. Hero, 200 years 
later, Alexander came, the next charac- 
ter in history to be immortalized with 
the title, "The Groat" Ha ordered the j 
tomb to be opened, expecting to find! 
gre^i tFcasures; 1:'at a rotten shield, j 
two Scythian hows and & Persian ciir.e- j 
ter were the only riches. Within tht j 
sepulchre r,-as this inscription: "O 
Hlia, -whoever thou art ami vrhenceso- 
ever thou comest, I am Cyrus, the 
fouaaer of the Persian empire; envy 
me not the little earth that covers my 
body." Thus it will be soon that this 
groat man, v,-lse, moderate, courageous, 
roasaaaiiDCUs, nohie and daring, feared, 
as men nov.* fear, the envy ot the world 
and beggesl to ho Jeit alone with the 
small piece of earth occupied hj* his re- 
mains. 
Surely, <ieath has no respect 


for greatness."

The Fall of Itebv-'.on, 


Before he was SO Cyru was at the 


head of the Persian troops, and from 
that time until he ascended the throne 
of Persia he was engaged In many 
wars of conquest, all of which proved 
successful and added wealth, glory, 
strength i and territory to the empire 
which he-was founding and over which 
:he was to rule. His greatest military 
achievement was in capturing the rich, 
populous .and strongly fortified city of 
Babylon. Two hundred years before 
Cyrus was. horn the .prophet Isaiah 
•foretold the fall of Bahylon and even 
nemed Its -conqueror, Cyrus. With a 
great army of Medes and Persians Cy- 
nts laid slegoiothe city, but its strong 
wall resisted the most furious and per- 
sistent assaults. For two years the con- 
test continued. 'Thon Cyrus resorteil to 
ane of the .-greatest feats of strategy r«- 
Dorded in tlie history of warfara.

This is en- 
couraging news to the men who are 
putting out great orchards of this va- 
riety.'

The French are unable to keep fruit 
for the reason that they have no cold- 
storage facilities and knov nothing 
about cold storage. -We believe that 
the ntnr future will see an immense 
trade in loag-keepius varieties of ap-| 
pies. The cost of shipping a barrel ot j 
apples from Chicago to Paris is about i 
§2," -which includes tariS duties at the 
Frencn port of entry. 


H. M. Dunlap says that the fruit 


growers of Illinois should be highly 
elated at securing premiums from tne 
French judges who awarded them. 
Tlie French awarding committee is a 
remarkable institution. It consists of 
twenty men, -with the leading pomolo- 
glst of France at their head. These 
men never appear in the exhibition 
room except with tall hats, dress suits 
and their badges of office. 
He thus 


describes the incident of the awarding 
to Illinois of "perfect" on one of the

Boron! In Trees. 


There are many orchards in Okla- 


homa that have suffered a heavy and 
unnecessary loss during the last sum- 
mer from the,attacks of borers. Many 


| farmers do not notice that there is 


anything wrong with the trees until 
the leaves turn yellow and begin to 
fall in midsummer. After this stage 
has been reached there is little Uope 
for the tree and it dies before frost 
A glance at the tree will be sufficient 
to see that the bark on the trunk is 
dead and black in Irregular spots and 
linea Just beneath the dead bark is 
the borer's burrow filled with -worm 
dust. The borer is too familiar to re- 
quire description. He works up and 
down the side of the tree and finally 
burrows to the center. When two or 
three borers get into thS'Same tree the 
trunk Is girdled and the tree killed. In 
many cases the borer works on only 
one side of the tree. 


If a large spot of bark is killed, the 


bark and woods begin to rot and are 
soon fiile'' -™ith a musb»x)om growth. 
This niosh: oom. Sreal- through 
the 


bark of the tree and develops the fruit- 
ing portion on the outside of 
the 


trunk. Tbe trultlng part is white and 
resembles ihr.t which is seen on rot- 
ten logs. If the tree dies the rot is 
then supposed to bo the cause of Its 
death. The rot may hasten the death 
of the tree, but a tree thit Is sound 
and free" from blemishes is very 32!- 
dom if ever attacked by this rot. 


The best thing to do is to keep the 


tree free from borers and other Inju- 
ries. The laiiS should be kept free 
from grass aid weeds and well culti- 
vated. Goo.V clean cultivation is worth 
more than all the washes and dress- 
ings, that -can be applied to 
prevent 


borers.
